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TO  THE   PUBLIC. 


The  Institution  for  the  Deaf  at  Belleville, 
Ont.,  is  purely  a  school  for  deaf  children.  Its 
aim  is  to  give  the  deaf  the  same  kind  and  degree 
of  education,  as  far  as  possible,  as  is  received  in 
the  other  public  schools  by  hearing  children. 

In  the  Intermediate  and  Senior  Grades  the 
public  school  curriculum  is  followed  as  closely 
as  possible. 

Art  and  construction  work  is  taught  in  the 
Junior  Grades,  leading  up  to  Manual  Training 
in  the  Intermediate  Department,  and  Instruction 
in  Trades  in  the  Senior  Department. 

The  Trades  taught  are  Carpentering,  Shoe- 
making,  Printing,  Baking,  Barbering,  Farming, 
Gardening  and  Dressmaking. 

As  many  of  the  pupils  as  can  be  so  taught 
to  advantage  are  instructed  in  and  through 
Speech  and  Lip  Beading. 


For  nine  months  of  the  year  the  Institution 
is  the  pupils'  home  as  well  as  a  school,  and  very 
careful  attention  is  given  to  their  moral  and 
religious  training,  the  latter  being  under  the 
direction  of  clergymen  of  the  denominations  to 
which  the  various  pupils  belong. 

All  deaf  children  between  the  ages  of  seven 
and  twenty,  who  are  not  deficient  in  intellect  and 
who  reside  within  the  Province  of  Ontario,  are 
admitted.  Feeble-minded  children  are  not  ad- 
mitted. 

Every  possible  attention  is  paid  to  the 
physical,  intellectual  and  moral  welfare  and  de- 
velopement  of  the  children  throughout  their 
whole  course  at  the  Institution. 

If  YOU  know  of  any  deaf  child  who  is  not 
attending  any  school,  will  you  kindly  send  the 
name  of  parents  or  guardians  to  the  Superin- 
tendent so  that  he  may  enter  into  correspondence 
with  them.
